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Labor Council For’ 


Full Salaries 
For Teachers 


The following resolution was 
unanimously adopted by the Central 
Labor Council at its meeting held on 
the evening of June 3, 1935: 

Whereas, in a report presented to 
the Oakland board of education un- 
der date of May 21, 1935, the official 
salary committee of the Oakland 
teachers’ association stated the fol- 
lowing facts: 

1. That during the twelve years, 
1914-1926, before the present basic 
salary schedule for Oakland schools 
was adopted, the teachers suffered 
seriously from continued increased 
living costs; 

2. That six years later in 1932-33, 
the schedule was reduced by more 
than 6.3%; and that in 1933-34 it 
was further reduced by 8.7%, or 
about 15% in all, of which only 
about 1% was restored last: year in 
face of rapidiy rising prices; 

8. That the board’s balance on 
hand rose from $416,000 in July, 1931 
to $947,000 in July, 1934, and was 
actually about $600,000 when the sec- 
ond salary reduction of 8.7% was 
made; 

4. That during the past five years 
the school district tax for the main- 
tenance of buildings was reduced 
from $1.28 to 94c; and that during 
the- last three years not one penny 
of special building tax has been lev- 
ied in spite of the fact that the 
board has been, and still is, face to 
face not merely with the very seri- 
ous problem of actual shortage in 
school buildings, but also with the 
much graver problem of the recon- 
struction of new school buildings to 
make them earthquake sate; 

5. That to use the $947,000 cash 
balance of 1934 for the erection and 
reconstruction of buildings is simply 
to make the teachers pay for this 
work for which special building 
taxes should have been levied; 

6. That the salaries of all fed- 
eral employes will be fully restored 
July 1, 1935. 

7. That during the entire depres- 
sion no reduction whatever has been 
made in the salaries of employes of 
the state of California; 

8. That the salaries of the em- 
ployes of the county of Alameda 
which were cut when the Oakland 
teachers’ salaries were cut in 1932- 
38, were fully restored January 1, 
1934; and 

Whereas, of the delinquent taxes, 
which were used as an excuse for 
reducing Oakland teachers’ salaries, 
about $186,000 were actually paid 
into the county treasury during the 
past year and should rightfully go 


to the teachers; and 

Whereas, a 14% reduced salary 
schedule does not conform to the 
federal program for national recoy- 
ery; 

Be it resolved, that the Central 
Labor Council of Alameda County 
urges the Oakland board of educa- 


tion to resume paying the teachers 
on July 1, 1935, according to the 
full orginal salary schedule adopted 
in 1926; and be it further 

Resolved that copies of this reso- 
lution be sent immediately to the 
Oakland board of education, the city 
superintendent of schools and the 
Oakland teachers’ association; and 
be it further 

Resolved that the secretary of the 
Oakland teachers’ association be re- 
quested to place a copy of this reso- 
lution in the hands of each teacher 
of the Oakland public schools in 
order that each teacher may be fully 
assured about the safety and suc- 
cess of public education.

16. 

It appeared nearly 
450,000 bituminous miners would 
fuse to sell the use of their 
power to the operators after 
16 unless a satisfactory new 
tract is negotiated. 

Labor Relations Board Suspends 

The National Labor’ Relations 
Board announced that it had sus- 
pended its activities. 

Although the decisions 
board upholding the right 
workers to organize and 
collectively in accordance with Sec- 
tion 7-A of the Recovery Act were 
quite generally fought by anti-union 
employers, the board’s rulings were 
nevertheless an inspiration to work- 
ers all over the United States, 
sincerely looked forward to legisla- 
tion which would make the board’s 
decisions legally applicable to sub- 
versive employers.

Judges change like chameleons and 
their judgments are generally meas- 
ured by their political convictions. If 
a test is ever made of the Wagner 
bill the present republican judges 
may have passed to the great be- 
yond and others more liberal may 
be sitting in their places. 

It is your duty to write to Con- 
gressman Carter and Congressman 
Tolan and urge them to vote for the 
Wagner bill. No stone should be left 
unturned by labor to see that this 
bill becomes law.

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McGrady Approves Social Security Bill; 
Believes Federal-State Plan Is Best 


The paramount importance of the 
prompt enactment of the Social Se- 
curity bill by the United States 
senate was emphasized by Edward 
F. McGrady, assistant secretary of 
labor, at the recent two-day con- 
ference of the American Association 
for Social Security held in the 
Hotel Astor, New York City. Fail- 


ure to enact the law, Mr. McGrady 
said, would probably result in social 
security movements receiving a “‘set- 


back for a decade or more.” He 
added:

Wage Cut Imposed on 500 
Textile Mill Employes 


Goldsboro, N. C.—After a week’s 
shutdown caused by the strike of 
more than 500 employes against 
longer hours and a lower wage rate 
per hour the two Goldsboro plants 
of the Atlas Plywood corporation 
succeeded in imposing these two 
economic injustices upon the firm’s 
employes. 

The order that caused the walk- 
out increased the length of the work 
week from 40 to 56 hours and re- 
duced the hourly wage rate from 23 
to 18 cents. The plants operate under 
the NRA lumber code authority. 

The strikers returned to their jobs 
following a truce which prescribed 
that they should work for the lower 
wages until July 1, pending federal 
legislation with regard to the Na- 
tional Recovery Act,

“A bill of this kind might have 
passed more easily. perhaps, a year 
ago. Being on the upswing of the 
depression, there is a strong de- 
mand on the part of many business 
men to be left alone—an insistence 
that the government do nothing 
which might involve additional costs 
or is likely to interfere with hoped- 
for profits. At the same time there 
has developed an extreme radicalism 
on the subject, thriving on reckless 
and demogogic promises and arous- 
ing, hopes doomed to disappoint- 
ment, no matter what congress may 
do.”’ 

Mr. McGrady, who was a member 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor legislative committee before he 
was appointed secretary of labor, 
upheld a federal-state co-operative 
unemployment insurance system. 
“An exclusively state system is out 
of the question,” he said. He 
doubted whether the federal gov- 
ernment had the authority under 
the constitution to establish a na- 
tional system of job insurance. He 
believed that for the present “the 
only safe course was state admin- 
istration.”

needed for furniture and other mov- 
ing (a list of union firms have been 
published in the East Bay Labor 
Journal) and urged the need of this 
action. 

Brother Lisle, representing the 
Grocery and Food Clerks’ Union, 
Local No. 870, reported that many 
new members are being added to the 
membership rolls of the organiza- 
tion and asked the continued sup- 
port of the delegates in the present 
organizing campaign. He _ thanked 
the officers and delegates for the 
support already given and assured 
that their activity is sincerely ap- 
preciated by the union. 

Delegate Perry of the Moving Pic- 
ture Operators’ Union, Local No. 169, 
reported that his organization has 
voted to parade and to affiliate with 
the Union Label League. He ad- 
vised that the Fulton Theater has 
closed up and requested that this 
theater be removed from the official 
“We Don’t Patronize” list. The re- 
quest was ordered complied with. 

Delegate Clark of the Theatrical 
Janitors’ Union, Local No. 121, asked 
information regarding the admission 
price for children to the joint labor 
picnic. 

Delegate Doyle of the Molders’ 
Union, Local No. 164, reported that 
the General Metals Corporation has 
adjusted the wage scale of its em- 
ployes to the complete satisfaction 
of the Molders’ Union and that no 
strike will be called at the plant. 

Delegate Breen of the Gardeners’ 
Union gave the delegates a historical 
sketch of the Gardeners’ Union 
which will soon celebrate its tenth 
anniversary. He urged the co-opera- 
tion of the delegates in creating a 
demand for union gardeners. Dele- 
gate Breen asked that all gardeners 
be asked to show their union cre- 
dentials before being employed and 
if they are unable to show same 
that they not be hired. 

Unfinished Business— H 

At this time Secretary Spooner} 
submitted his report regarding his 
investigation of the financial set-up 
for the proposed new daily paper 
to be published under the auspices 
of the People’s Foundation. Upon 
the conclusion of the report he sub-| 
mitted the following recommendation | 
and suggestion: 

Recommendation 

“That the affiliated unions do not} 
subscribe to the People’s Foundation 
until such time as they have a more | 
definite understanding regarding the 
terms and conditions under which 
the development monies will be ex- 
pended as well as the terms and 
conditions of an escrow fund which 
should by all means be created to 
protect the investment of the mem- 
bers participating in the People’s 
Foundation. 


Suggestion 

“That the proposed by-laws of the 
People’s Foundation be submitted to 
competent legal counsel with the 
purpose in view of properly protect- 
ing the rank and file membership of 
the Foundation.” 

Delegates Wolters, Silverthorn and 
Secretary Spooner spoke on the re- 
port, following which a motion was 
made that the report be received 
and the recommendation and sugges- 
tion be concurred in. The motion 
was adopted. 

Good of the Council— 

Honorary Delegate James F. Gal- 
liano reported that Assemblyman 
Charles Wagner had contacted him 
requesting that the council send a 
telegram to Lieutenant Governor 
George J. Hatfield, urging him to 
use his efforts to have assembly bill 
182 taken out of committee with a 
“do pass” recommendation. Secre- 
tary Spooner was instructed to send 


the telegram ag requested. 
New Business— 

Secretary Spooner at this time 
submitted the following resolution: 

Whereas, in a report presented to 
the Oakland Board of Education un- 
der date of May 21, 1935, the official 
salary committee of the Oakland 
Teachers’ Association stated the fol- 
lowing facts: 

1. That during the twelve years, 
1914-1926, before the present basic 
salary schedule for Oakland schools 
was adopted, the teachers suffered 
seriously from continued increased 
living costs; 

2. That six years later in 1982- 
38, the schedule was reduced by 
more than 6.3%; and that in 1933- 
34 it was further reduced by 8.7%, 
or about 15% in all, of which only 
about 1% was restored last year in 
face of rapidly rising prices; 

3. That the board’s cash balance 
on hand rose from $416,000 in July, 
1931 to $947,000 in July, 1934, and 
was actually about $600,000 when the 
second salary reduction of 8.7% was 
made; 

4. That during the past five 
years the school district tax for the 
maintenance of buildings was re- 
duced from $1.28 to 94c; and that 
during the last three years not one 
penny of special building tax has 
been levied in spite of the fact that 
the board has been, and sstill is, 
face to face not merely with the 
very serious problem of actual short- 
age in school buildings, but also with 
the much graver problem of the re- 
construction of new school buildings 
to make them earthquake safe; 

5. That to use the $947,000 cash 
balance of 1934 for the erection and 
reconstruction of buildings is sim- 
ply to make the teachers pay for 
this work for which special building 
taxes should have been levied. 

6. That the salaries of all fed- 
eral employes will be fully restored 
on July 1, 1935; 

7. That during the entire de- 
pression no reduction whatever has 
been made in the salaries of em- 
ployes of the state of California; 

8. That the salaries of the em- 
ployes of the county of Alameda 
which were cut when the Oakland 
teachers’ salaries were cut in 1932- 
33, were fully restored January 1, 
1934; and 

Whereas, of the delinquent taxes, 
which were used as an excuse 
the reducing Oakland teachers’ sal- 
aries about $186,000 were actually 
paid into the county treasury during 
the past year and should rightfully 
go to the teachers; and 

Whereas, a 14% reduced salary 
schedule does not conform to the 
federal program for national recov- 
ery; be it 

Resolved, That the Central Labor 
Council of Alameda County urges 
the Oakland Board of Education to 
resume paying the teachers on July 
1, 1935, according to the full original 
salary schedule adopted in 1926; and 
be it further 

Resolved, that copies of this reso- 
lution be sent immediately to the 
Oakland Board of Education, the city 
superintendent of schools, and the 
Oakland Teachers’ Association; and 
be it further 

Resolved, that the secretary of 
the Oakland Teachers’ Association 
be requested to place a copy of this 
resolution in the hands of each 
teacher of the Oakland public schools 
in order that each teacher may be 
fully assured of the permanency of 
labor’s vital concern about the safety 
and success of public education. 

A motion was made by Secretary 
Spooner that the resolution as sub- 
mitted be adopted. The motion was 
adopted.
